The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest either in singularly or in 
combination the following limitations and other elements in the claims: 

References Rhodes et al., (Rhodes) US 2004/0251394 do not disclose: 
■ A device having a portion with no more than a first peak concentration of an a 
tranfer transistor coupled t the photodiode, a transfer transistor controlling circuit 
comprising: a first driveline that is connected to a gate of the storage transistor, 
the first driveline being capable of taking on either a first or a second voltage 
level at any point in time, the first voltage level corresponding to an ON state of 
the storage transistor and the second voltage level corresponding to an OFF 
state of the storage transistor, and a second driveline that is connected to a gate 
of the transfer transistor. 
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Therefore, the above references do not disclose the claimed invention of present 
application and claims 1, 3,4,5,31,32 are allowed.
